"Lord of Swiftness" 

0 to 10 degrees Sagittarius

Four white radiating angelic hands (two from each side) 
issuant from clouds, clasped in two pair in the centre with the 
grip of the 1st Order. They hold eight wands crossed (4x4) with 
flames coming from the point of junction. 

Here we have duality — shown by the two lots of hands. 
These seem at this stage to have no central point of equilibrium. 
It has much the same action of a magnetic field, the two units 
linked by an invisible force - hence a link to electricity and 
its principles. This alludes to lightning which symbolizes the 
descent of power, illumination and initiation. The lightning 
flash is shown as the pathway of the descent of power on the Tree 
of Life, the interaction of energy and form. This interaction is 
the base essence of the 8 of Wands, but as there is no central 
point in the 8 of Wands the energy cannot be held as it is in the 
6 of Wands or repeated over and over again as in the 7 of Wands.

It can harm, or illumine, which 
brings one back to a dual concept. 
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The position of the two sets of hands in relation to each 
other shows movement - but o-f a cyclic nature - not ready to 
merge yet not ready to break o-f-f and go in opposite directions. 
The energies thereof are eternally spiralling showing the powers 
of regeneration and degeneration, but as this is the fire element 
the energies are of a positive nature, the former being more 
appropri ate. 

Note again the position of the wands and of the hands, and 
you will see a careful balancing of forces, generating energy 
through space from one to the other - the upper to the lower and 
the lower to the upper, introducing ascension as well as descen- 
sion. This card is pure transmission of energy and light.

In this way you will acquire the 
glory of the whole world, and all darkness will leave you." (the 
Emerald Tablet) . 

The 8 of Wands is coloured in the King Scale. The wands are 
of the planet. Primrose Yellow, which is otherwise described as 
Lemon Yellow. The backdrop is of the sign. Reddish Blue, 
otherwise described as deep Blue with hidden Red. The flames 
issuing from the wands are of the complementary colour to the 
backdrop, Reddish Orange. The hands and clouds are Brilliant 


White. 
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The Red Blue shows a force which is unpurified. One that is 
struggling for supremacy over the physical. These three colours 
hereinbefore mentioned are the colours of the spiritualized mind, 
the Christ mentality, but the three colours are not quite the 
three primaries, which combined leave an unpure ray. But this is 
ascension. When considering descension one sees the transition 
into the beginning of religious selfishness and personal concern. 
Working together these colours are engulfing. There is not an 
area they can't penetrate and to which they can’t install insight 
and knowledge of the future. They travel to the ends of the 
universe as the stars appear in the evening sky. The vibration 
is "large scale". 

The astrological association to the B of Wands is Mercury in 
Sagittarius.

"Lord of Great Strength" 

10 to 20 degrees Sagittarius 
Z) in 

Four hands as in the previous symbol, holding eight wands 
crossed with a fifth hand at the foot of the card holding a large 
central wand upright which traverses the point of junction with 
the others. 

Here the two lots of wands show not as semi -fragmented forms 
as in the 8 of Wands, but by virtue of the ascending shaft as a 
further support which is a strong stability factor - reinforced 
strength, and a now visible connecting line between the two 
forms. The five hands now hold the maximum amount of wands they 
can hold - showing strength at its limit. 

Each point and corner of the earth is pointed to from the 
upper half and the lower part of the card. This alludes to 
established strength where the upper and lower part of the tree 
are in balance and maintain a connection. But moreover here we 
have the fifth hand situated in Yesod holding on to the central 
wand. Matter has begun to grab a firm hold of the powers above.

On reflection you must see what action 
is to be taken, then take it. This is how the 9 of Wands advises 
you to act on the above matters. Although in a position of 
strength or attainment, you must, after forethought, take action. 
Success must be worked at, just like friendships if an equili- 
brium _is to be maintained. The 9 of Wands also shows an 
increased sense of social involvement, responsibility and reali- 
zation of ones purpose in relation to humanity. The Key word for 
the 9 of Wands in this position is "Action". 

ON MATTERS OF responsibility and contribution to others; 
humanistic concerns; karmic debts; unresolved problems; hidden 
resources; the unconscious; sorrow; health afflictions; secret 
enemies; hospitals; secret societies; self undoing; total 
identification: 

The 9 of Wands in this position represents a time when old 
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ties and meanings to life will be shed. This can be a time of 
loneliness and retreat, and a time of strength in having the 
experience of the past as knowledge to carry on. It is also 
representative of the power of the institution and generally 
institutions of learning. You must learn as much as possible in 
your life span. Health afflictions can be chronic asthma caused 
by a back condition. The 9 of Wands shows that an improvement or 
recovery in health is foretold. One will persevere and win out 
over life's obstacles. It is fortunate for reflection on spiri- 
tual gain over the past. The 9 of Wands represents the time 
after completion. "Reaping".
